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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is a response to communications dated 08/31/07. Claims 1-2, 4- 
6, 8-20 and 28 are pending in the application. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-2, 4-6, 8-20 and 28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The below listed 
references are considered most relevance prior art to the claimed invention. Most of 
them teaches selective repeat (SR) automatic repeat request (ARQ) and some of them 
further teach associating a timer with a transmitter such as in ETSI TS 101 761-1 

VI. 1.1, section 6.4.2.11, page 69. However, the prior art of record, considered 
individually or in combination, fails to fairly show or suggest the claimed invention 
comprising, among other limitations, novel and unobvious limitations of "associating a 
timer with a periodic reception of the bitmap block at the transmitter; deactivating said 
timer after a maximum duration, and then considering said packets associated with said 
bitmap block to be in said an unacknowledged state by said transmitter; and after 
deactivating said timer, and when at least one packet associated with said bitmap block 
is in said unacknowledged state, positioning at least some unacknowledged packets 
associated with said bitmap block in a retransmission queue," structurally and 
functionally interconnected with other limitations in a manner as recited in claims 1-2, 4- 
6, 8-20 and 28. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
